51 MEN ACCUSED

Defendants Gathering for Trial 
at Indianapolis--Sen. Kern 
Retained by Unions. 


Indianapclis, Ind., September 29.— 
Many of the fifty-one defendants in 
the dynamite :-ases, who are to appear 
for trial before Federal Judge A. B. 
Anderson on Tuesday, arrived here 
today.

It was the first time so many of tha 
men had met since their arraignment 
last March.

Only 
four of the men so far have not been 
arraigned. They are Ortie M. McMani- 
gal, the confessed dynamiter and as- 
sistant to the McNamara brotheis, who 
is to be a witness for the government; 
Eugene A, Clancy and Olaf A. Tviett- 
moe, of San Francisco, and J. FE. Mun- 
sey. of. Sait Lake City, Utah. ‘The 
pieading of these mcn is to be the first 
irov: at the opening of the trial.

Washington, Septemper 29.—Ar- 
rangements have been made by Post- 
master General Hitchcock for engrav- 
ing and manufacturing a series of 
twelve stamps, unique in size and nov- 
el in design, for exclusive use in for- 
warding packages by the new parcels 
post. Under the law recently enacted 
by the congress ordinary stamps can 
not be used for this purpose. 

The special parcels post stamps will 
be larger than the ordinary stamps 
and will be so distinctive in color 
and design as to avert any possible 
confusion with stamps now in use. 

The new issue will be in three se- 
ries of designs. The first wikl illus- 
trate modern methods of transporting 
mail, one stamp showing the mail car 
on a railroad train, another an ocean 
mail steamship, a third an automobile 
now used in the postal service and a 
fourth the dispatch of mail by aero- 
plane. 

The second series will show at work 
in their several environments the four 
great classes of postal employees— 
postoffice clerks, railway mail clerks, 
city letter carriers and rural delivery 
carriers. 

The third series will represent four 
industrial scenes showing the princi- 
pal sources of products> that probably 
will be transported extensively by par- 
cels. post. ’ 

The stamps will be ready for dis- 
tribution December 1 in order that the 
60,000 postoffices may be supplied with 
them before the law becomés effective 
January 1,
